Anglo-French Agents Try to Enlist

That of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 


Germans and their attitude toward 
the proposed credit of $1,000,000,000 for 
the Allies cnt a large figure in -yester- 
day’s discussion of that financial trans- 
action. On the one hand it was sug- 
gested that Germany embarrass its ene- 
mies by bringing out a $500,000,000 loan 
here. On the other it was intimated 
that great banking firms with German 
affiliations might participate in the huge 
loan proposed by the Anglo-French com- 
mission. The threat of German depos- 
itors to start runs on banks participat- 


ing in the loan continued to be a live, 


topic, but the danger was minimized. 

There was a report m the financial 
district that efforts were making to 
arouse several big banking firms with 
pronounced Teutonic sympathies to a 
recognition of the helpful effect of the 
proposed financing in the determination 
of the war, and that if sufficient en- 
couragement were received a_ backfire 
to the work of the commission would be 

started in the form of a big German 
loan. It was suggested that if a loan 
of $500,000,000 were brought out for 
Germany the subscriptions would ab- 
sorb a large-share of the free invest- 
ment capital in this country, and would 
seriously ‘mpede the flotation of the 
credit for the Allies. 

This propaganda was not taken seri- 
ously in quarters close to the firm of 
J. P. Morgan & Co., partly because it 
would be impossible to get any consid- 
erable amount of goods from this coun- 
try into Germany, and partly because of 
the lack of enthusiasm shown by Ger-

The other development was what. was 
regarded as an eleventh-hour effort to 
econciliate firms with German sympa- 
thies which felt affronted because none 
of their members had been invited to 
meet the: visiting bankers on their ar- 
rivel here.

the offices of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. was con—: 


strued as the first step in an effort to, 
enlist the powerful atd of that firm, 
which is the second largest private bank- 

ing institution in the country, in support 
of the loan. 

Mr. Hill said afterward that he had 
only made a social call on Jacob H. 
Schiff as an old friend, but it was re- 
garded as significant that Mr. Schiff 
had suddenly returned to the city for the 
day It was reported afterward that 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. would not take un- 
kindly an invitation to join hands. with 
other. big firms in financing a commer- 
cial credit. 

A banker who is looked upon as a lead- 
er among the larger bank- 
ing houses in New York said of these 
overtures: 

‘“‘There is no doubt in my mind that 
many banking houses with Teutonic af- 
filiations might. be induced to take_part 
in this undertaking, despite the natural 
course of their sympathies, not because 


‘gt would be helpful to the Allies, but be- 


cause it may be essential to the mainten- 
ance of the commerce and industries of 
the United States.’’ 

It was made plain that some pro-Ger- 
man bankers felt keenly the failure of 
the men who are guiding the activities of 
the Anglo-French tommission to include 
them in the invitations to mvet. the Com- 
missioners. These men said yesterday 
that they were primarily Americans, re- 
gardiless of the direction of their sympa- 
thies toward foreigners. They regard 
their interests and the welfare of the 
United States as bound together, and 
would not hesitate to join in the loan if 
convinced that it was for the furtherance 
of American trade. 


Depositurs’ Threats Minimized, 


Neither the Commissioners nor the 
American bankers with whom they had 


talked, outside of a few from the Middle: 


West, appear to be seriously concerried 
over the threat of German opposition "to 
the proposed loan. A number of threat- 
ening letters have been received by the 
commission, but these are no more than 
they expected, and none of them bore 
evidence of having emanated from re- 
sponsible quarters. The National City 
(Bank, with 2,500 correspondent banks 
throughout the country, had not re- 
ceived a single protest from these banks 
yesterday, and of its tens‘of thousands 
of dépositors only one had objected to 
the bank participating in the loan.

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TWO ZEPPELINS GONE 
AFTER LA TEST RAID? 


Five Pink By Holland; Three 
Return—Six Air -Attacks on 
England in Eight Days.. 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—Reuter’s Amster- 
dam correspondent semds the following 
dispatch: 

“A telegram from Ameland, Holland, 
says that only three of five Zeppelins 
{which ‘last evening sailed westward re- 
turned this morning, flying in.‘an east- 
‘erly. direction.” 

Anothér German air raid was made 
over the ast coast of England last 
night, but so far as appears there were 
no casualties and no damage was done. 

A single Zeppelin was the’ raiding 
aircraft, according to the official an- 
nouncement, which read: 

A Zeppelin visited the east coast 
last night. Bombs were dropped. 
Anti-aircraft guns, fixed and mobile, 
were in action. 

So far as.can be ascertained, there 
were no casualties, and no damage 
was done. 


The Star says that the total casualties 
from airship raids in the last seven days 
amount to 166. ® 

‘During this pertoa there have been 
no fewer than five air raids on Eng- 
land,”* The Star says. ‘‘ The first raid 
of the series took place on Tuesday 
night, resulting in fifty-six casualties. 
The second, in the eastern counties, 
occurred onthe following night, when 
there were 106 victims. The third and 
fourth were both futile. Yesterday’s 
(Monday’s) attack, with four victims, 
brings up the total for the five raids 
to ll

Michael A. Rofrano, former Deputy 
Commissioner of the. Street Cleaning 
Department and for many years a strong 
political- power in the Second Assembly 
District, was’ indicted yesterday: by the 
Grand Jury for murder in the first’ de- 
gree.

stigated the killing of Tom Foley’s lieu- 
tenant, Mike Gaimari. Frank . Fenni- 


more, one of his henchmen, revealed his’ 


alleged ‘connection with the crime. to 
the District Attorney in his confession 
of Monday. 

Detectives started to ent for Rofrano 
or. Monday. He was last seen on that 
afternoon in the corridor of the Mu- 
nicipal Building, where, it is believed, he 
was informed by a friend of Fenni- 
more’s intention to confess. : 

Detectives Wood and Jessup of ‘the 
Céntral Officey who: were assigned to 
make the arrest, wasted a lot of time 
chasing after Rofrano’s brother. Yester- 
day morning, armed with-a bench war- 
rant for his arrest, they went ‘to- Ro- 
frano’s home at 11 Oliver Street and got 
in by way. of the skylight. They found 
nobody home, 

At the office of Rofrano’s lawyer, 
Emory Buckner, of Root, Clark, Buck- 
ner & Howland; .31 Nassau Street, Mr. 
Howland said he had received a tele- 
phone massage from Rofrano’s .brother, 
who promised Rofrano would walk into 
the District Attorney’s office as soon 
as he learned he was wanted. Mr: 
Buckner is recovering from an opera- 
tion for appendicitis, and in his 
sence, Elihu Root, Jr., is prepared to 
act as Rofrano’s counsel.

The confession of Fennimore, repeated 
in part to the Grand. Jury yesterday, 
stamped the politician-lawyer as the in- 
stigator of at least one murder anda 
principal in the political‘feud which has 
been marked by Killings, assaults, and 
bomb outrages in the Second Assembly 
District for two years. 

Fennimore told the Grand: Jury that 
he had known Rofrano for more than 
five years. .He had a poolroom in the 
Second District frequented by young 
Italians whose support Rofrano wanted 
after his break with Tom Foley. Many 
were persuaded to join Rofrano’s new 
club, but Fennimore said they began to 
drift back into the Foley ranks as soon 
as they realized that Rofrano had no 
real political strength in the district and 
could not get them jobs. For this rea- 
gon they were easy prey for Mike Gai- 
mari, who, acting as Foley’s lieutenani, 
lured his countrymen away from Ro- 
frano. 

Plotted Murder for Two Years. 


Fennimore told the Grand Jury that 
for nearly two years he heard Rofrano 
discuss the advisability of killing Gai- 
mari. Fennimore said he, Gaetario 
Montimagno and ‘“ Rocks” Cornell en- 
gaged in these talks. Rofrano seemed 
to have plenty of money to back his 
supporters in any scheme, but the plot 
to kill Gaimari did not come to a head 
until early last March. 

Conferences were held in Brooklyn 
and Manhattan, ana Fennimore said 
Rofrano was the guiding spirit in all the 
arrangements which led up to the mur- 
der. Fennimore told the Grand Jury 
that Montimagno did the shooting for 
which he .jhas since been sentenced to 
the electric chair. He said Rofrano of- 
fered to pay $2,000 for the murder of 
Gaimari. Of this amount Montimagno 
was to get $200, but he- was fleeced out 
of it because he had been caught.

Excitement was caused last night on 
the’ White Star liner Lapland which is 
loading war munitions at West Nirie- 
teenth Street and is to sail at noon today 
for Liverpool; by te discovery in num- 
ber two’ hatch on me ortop deck of two 
Small thick glass “bottles. containing 
chemicals. : 

Between 5 and 6:o’clock, when the 
longshoremen ‘had quit work for supper, 
six. of the company’s private detecii.cs 
employed to search for bombs, went 
through the holds carefully with elec- 
tric torches. ‘The detective who found 
the bottles notified Eddy Mallon, who 
was in charge, and he telephoned to 
Police Headquarters. Meantime noth- 
ing’ was said to the men'.at work on 
board or to the officers or crew of the 
Lapland. 

Inspector Owen. Eagan of the Bureau 
of. Combustibles went alone to the Lap- 
land soon after-7 o’clock and inspected 
the place where the supposed explosives 
had been found. He looked at the two 
bottles and questioned Detective Enright 
who. found them. If they. simply con- 
tained chemicals for fire extinguishing 
Purposes, the Inspector said, it was 


j strange that they had.been hidden in 


the hatch, The incident was considered 
significant in view -of the fact that 
dynamite was found hidden in one of 
the cabins on the liner Arabic the night 
before she sailed, and on the following 
outward voyage she was torpedoed. 
**The bottles are 4% inches long and 
1% inches wide.”’ Inspector Dagan -con- 
tinued, ‘‘ and contain about four ounces. 
In one there is a dark liquid which may 





be bromine gas. This gas would -be 


likely to .burst and. es highly. inflam: 
mable to any vegetable fibre it came 
in_ contact with and in, the hatchway 
flames could easily spread to the cargo. 
The other bottle contained a gray, 
smoky liquid resembling a foaming acid 
and was similar .in color to. nitric acid 
which is highly inflammable. 

“The ordinary glass hand grenade 
fire extinguishers have corks. at one 
end where .the: chemical: is poured in, 
but in the .two queer-shaped bottles 
found ‘in’ the hatchway of-the Lapland 
the neck -had ‘been turned over and 
blown .back into the body of the bottle. 
At the ether end there were two depres- 
sions in the glass as if made by fingers 
clutching it when the material was hot.”’ 

Inspector Eagan said that’ he could 
not give a definite answer as to the 
composition of thé liquids.in the bottles, 
but he took them to his laboratory and 
will analyze them today. The greatest 
care has been taken to guard the Lap- 
land from being tampered with by Ger- 
man. agents during her stay in port. 
Six private. detectives have been on 
duty day.and night, and the detectives 
from Police. Headquarters have made 
daily visits ta the-ship to see if any 
strange characters lurked about the 
pier. Last night thé Lapland was taking 
on motor trucks and each machine was 
caréfully examinéd before it was slung 
on board to. see if any fire bombs had 
been concealed in it. 

The’ detective’ said that the bottles 
found might be bombs’ of the type that 
caused the “fire in No. 2 hold of the 
Fabre’ liner Sant’ Anna, which is now 
being escorted into the Azores. by the 
étalian liner Ancona.

CONSCRIPTION ISSUE. 


[S BEING DECIDED 


Asquith Tells Parliament the 
Matter Is Under Discus- 
sion by the Cabinet. 


TO ASK BIG CREDIT TODAY 


Amount May Be $1,250,000,000— 
Kitchener In the Upper House to 
Review Progress of the War. 


LONDON, Sept... 14—After six weeks’ 
recess Parliament redssembled today, 
the first session developing nothing not- 
able except Premier Asquith’s flat re- 
fusal to discuss conscription proposals. 

The: Prime Minister will move tomor- 
row a vote of credit variously estimated 
at from $750,000,000 to $1,250,000,000. 

Official admission that the Cabinet is 
seriously debating the subject of con- 
scription was made publicly fer the first 
time in the House of Commons this 
afternoon. The subject was raised when 
the motion for adjournment was made. 
It was brought up by both the oppo- 
nents and the advocates of conscription. 
Mr. Asquith finally rose and announced : 

“This is not a matter which has 
escaped the attention of the Govern- 
ment, When the Government, without 
undue delay and with the due delibera- 
tion which the gravity of the subject 
demands, have arrived at their conclu- 
sions they will be presented to the 
House, and will then become the sub- 
ject of parliamentary discussion.”’ 

The Premier expressed regret that the 
question of the. best way ‘! in which this 
country shall meet the call to bring the 
war to a successful conclusion’”’ had 
become a matter of public controversy. 
He hoped there would be no further de- 
bate on this subject for the present, and 
said it was not a matter ‘“‘ which can be 
dealt with conveniently by way of a 
députation,” 

r. Asquith rapped the knuckles of 
the army officers, members of the House 
of Commons, who recently returned 
from the front and signed a memorial 
urging that the Government hasten to 
— conscription. The Premier re- 

udiated any desire to close their lips, 
ut he added that ‘‘ the; ought to feel 
themselves under the most strict sense 


of om eae ity.’ 

“ Ke them remember,’ said the 
Premier, “‘ that they sit in the House 
of Commons not as representatives of 
the army, but of their constituents. 
It would be most unjust that because 
they happen to in the army they 
should pretend to come to the House 
with any mandate from the army. That 
would be an evil thing for the army 
and a bad thing for the Commons. It 
is a claim I would never admit.’’ 

In the House of Lords tomorrow Field 
Marshal Earl Kitchener the Secretary 
of State for War, will review the prog- 
ress of the war and explain the present 
state of recruiting.

The losses of the British Army during 
the Summer were semewhat smaller 
than in April and May. Thig is proba- 
bly accounted for by the comparative 
inaction along the Franco-Belgian front.

‘total of British casualties was made by 


Premier Asquith on June 9. It gave a 
total of 258,069 up-to May 31.

BOMB- THROWERS WIN 
FOUR VICTORIA CROSSES 


Sergeant Sommers, at Gallipoli, 
Held Turks at Bay Single- 
handed. 


LONDON, Sept. 2, (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—The award of 
five additional Victoria Crosses is an- 
nounced in The London Gazette. Four 
of them were won by ‘“ most conspic- 
uous bravery ”’ in connection with bomb- 
throwing exploits, which now constitute 
such an important feature of trench 
warfare. It was during operations 
southwest of Krithia on the Gallipoli 
Peninsula that Captain Gerald Robert 
O’Sullivan, First Battalion, Royal Innis- 
killing Fusiliers, won the highest award 
for valor. This is what he did, as nar- 
rated in the official report: 

“On the night of the 1st-2d July, 1915, 
when it was essential that a portion of 
a trench which had been lost should be 
regained, Captain O’Sullivan, although 
not belonging to the troops at this point, 
voluteered to lead a party of bomb- 
throwers to effect the recapture. 

‘“‘He advanced in the open under a 


very heavy fire, and, in order to throw 
his bombs with greater effect, got up 
on the parapet, where he was exposed 
to the fire of the enemy oomipy ine the 
trench. He was finally wounded, but 
not before his inspiring example had led 
on his party to make further efforts, 
which resulted in the recapture of the 
trench. 

‘“‘On the night of the 18th-19th June, 
1915, Captain O’Sullivan saved a critical 
situation in the same locality by his 
great personal gallantry and good lead- 
ng.” 


On the day following this announce- 
ment came another} more sinister, in the 
official casualty list, giving Captain 
O’Sullivan in the list of ‘‘ missing.’’ 

Sergeant James Sommers of the same 
battalion won the Victoria Cross at the 
same time. ‘‘ When, owing to hostile 
bombing, some of the troops had retired 

says ‘the eee in The 
London Gazette, ‘‘Sergeant:-Sommers ‘re- 
mained alone on, the spot until a 
brought up bombs, He then clim over 
into the Turkish tarench and bombed 
the Turks with good effect. Later on he 
advanced into the open: under very heavy: 
fire and held back the enémy by throw- 
ing bombg into their flank until a barri- 
cade had been established. During this 
period he frequently ran to and from 
our trenches to obtain fresh supplies of 

mbs.’’ 

What Second Lieut. Herbert James of 
the Worcestetshire Regiment did to win 
the cross in the Gallipoli operations is 
thus described: 

**On the 28th June, 1915, when a or. 
tion of the regiment had been checked, 
owing to all of the officers being put out 
of action, Second Lieut. James, who 
belonged to a neighboring unit, entirely 
on his own initiative gathered together 
a body of men and led them. forward 
under heavy shell and rifle fire. He then 
returned, organized a second party, and 
again advanced. His gallant example 
put fresh life into the attack. 

‘*On the 3d July, in the same locality, 
he headed a party of bombthrowers up 
a Turkish communication trench, and, 
after nearly all his bombthrowers had 
been killed or wounded, he remained 
alone at the head of the trench and kept 
back the enemy single-handed till a bar- 
rier had been built behind him and the 
trench secured. He was throughout ex- 
posed to a murderous fire.’’ 

It was between Cambrin and La 

Bassée, in France, on Aug. 8 of this 
year, that Second Lieut. George A. B. 
Rochefort of the Scots Guards displayed 
** most conspicuous gallantry ’’ and won 
Cross. 
. M. a German trench mortar 
bomb landed on the side of the parapet 
of the communicating trench in which he 
stood close to a small working party of 
his battalion. He might easily have 
stepped back a few yards round the 
border into perfect safety, but, shouting 
to his men to look out, he rushed at the 
bomb, seized it, and hurled it over the 
parapet, where it at once exploded. 

“There is no doubt,’’ adds the official 
report, ‘‘that this splendid combina- 
tion of presence of mind and courage 
saved the lives of many of the working 
party.’’ . 

The wish is expressed in the London 
papers that some enterprising film pro- 
ducer turn out a series of moving 
pictures depicting various exploits by 
which the Victoria Cross has been won.

8. Alterations in the export arrange- 
ments of wheat in South Russia and 
generally in rates of exchange after the 
ultimate opening of the Dardanelles and 
the probablé possession of Constanti- 


nople.

HIGH MORALE OF THE ARMY 


Colonials Respected, He Says, for 
Courage, Self-Control, and 
Good Comradeship.

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE,. Sept. 13, via London, Sept. 
j4.—The Channel was sparkling. The 
cliffs of France were warm in the sun- 
light. Boulogne was busy.and vurderly. 
The countryside as we passed through 
it at sixty miles’ an hour in a miltary 
motor car’ was resting dreamily after a 
fabulous harvest. We made a syste- 
matic round of camps, hospitals, flying 
grounds, and army headquarters.

PRINCE SHOT AS A SPY? 


Friends Here Fear for Safety of 
Sapieha in: England. 


Friends of Prince-Sapieha, an Aus- 
trian nobleman, who left for Europe 
just before the war broke out last year, 
after having spent several years here, 
are becoming alarmed as to what has 
beconte of him. Some were talking 
yesterday of having heard rumors from 
England that the Prince had been tried 
and executed as a spy. The last heard 
of him was soon after the outburst of 
indignation in England over the sinking 
ef the Lusitania, when he was sent to 
an internment camp. 

Prince Sapieha sailed on the last trip 
of the Imperator, in July of last year. 
de got off at Plymouth, intending to 
spend a day or two in London before 
going to Paris, and his trunks went for- 
ward to the latter city. He had hardly 
arrived in London when Germany de- 
clared war upon France, hence the 
Prince had to cancel his Paris trip. 
Some friends invited him to visit them 
in Wales, and he wrote to a friend in 
Paris for his trunks. The friend com- 
plied, but included with them several 
trunks belonging to the Prince’s nephew. 

When the: Prince got back to London 
he was summoned to Scotland Yard and 
interrogated. While he was there, ac- 
cording to word received by his friends 
here, detectives went through his 
trunks and found a uniform, a revolver, 
and a camera. The Prince had denied 
that he had any such things in his 
trunks; it is said they belonged to his 
nephew. The Prince is about 56 years 
of age, and not subject to military duty. 

A charge of espionage was preferred 
against the Prince, according to the 
story his friends have réceived, but was 
not proved. He renounced his allegiance 
to the Emperor of Austria, according 
to the report here, as he has spent most 
of the last twenty years out of the em- 
pire, and he was allowed to go at 
liberty. Then, after the sinking of the 
Lusitania, when the cry was raised that 
all Germans and Austriagsefving in 
England should be intéPhed, he was 
arrested, His friends here are inclined 
to give credence to the report that. he 
had to stand trial a second time on an 
espionage charge. °

DENY THREATS BY GERMANS. 


But Many Ohio Banks Will Not In- 
vest in Allies’ Notes.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 14.—Cleve- 
land bankers today scoffed at rumors 
that intimations had been made by Ger- 
man-American depositors that they 
might withdraw their money as a means 
of protest against the war loan under 
negotiation between the Allies and the 
American banks. Neither direct nor im- 
plied threats of such a nature have been 
made here, they declared. 

Several bankers admitted having had 
inquiries during the past two weeks 
from depositors anxious to know if they 
were lending money on foreign securities. 
All declared the questioners appeared 
rence with assurances to the con- 
rary. 

F. H. Goff, President of the Cleveland 
Trust Company, made a public state- 
ment, declaring that, on account of the 
large number of German and Austro- 
Hungarian depositors, the bank’s licy 
would continue to be against war loans. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio., Sept. 14.—Bank- 
ers do not believe their German and 
German-American depositors contem- 
plate withdrawing their deposits from 
the banks should the latter take up a 
part of the loan desired by .the Allies. 

Officers of the German National Bank 
said the matter was only another of 
those foolish things that start from 
ignorance. Some bankers, however, 
said they would refuse to participate in 
the loan, because the sympathies of 
many of their directors and depositors 
were against the Allies, and ey be- 
lieved Cincinnati’s money should be 
used, as far as possible, for internal de- 
velopment, rather than in foreign in- 
vestment. 


LOAN IS NOT UNNEUTRAL. 


Washington Officials Approve Credit 
Plan of the Allies. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—So far as 
official opposition from Washington is 
concerned, the way is cleared for the 
floating of the loan of $1,000,000,000 pro- 
posed by the Anglo-French Commission 
now in New York. The position of the 
Administration is that a step similar to 
that proposed by the Commission is nec- 
essary to protect American trade, not 
only in munitions, but also in the sta- 
ple American commodities. It.is.argued 
that the establishment of a large credit 
in this country will be more desirable 
for that purpose than the heavy im- 
Portation of gold. 

The Administration has scrupulously 
refrained from even suggesting what 
the Federal Reserve Board should ‘do, 

Administration has let it be 
known that the Board need not be em- 
barrassed by diplomatic considerations, 
in short, by the considerations pular- 
ly described as involving neutrality. 

The manyfacture of warlike munitions 
in this country jis known both officially 
and to the people. No restrictions have 
been imposed upon their export. The 
expert of such articles therefore is re- 
garded as a component part of the 
American foreign trade, an poner aris- 
ing from it, even if drawn in the first 


‘place by a foreign belligerent. Govern- 


ment, is to be considered aunply from 
a banking point of view. big makes 
it plain that the loan-to be placed in 
this country by Great Britain and 
France, if in required form, can be re- 
discounted in the twelve Federal Re- 
serve banks. 

The prescribed form ig that of bank- 








ers’ acceptances—drafts -made on an 
American banker, payable in dollars in 
not more than three months, and ac- 
cepted by him. A member bank, how- 
ever, may accept such drafts up to six 
months’ maturity, but without the re- 
discount privilege. This requirement is 
further eased, however, by the Federal 
Reserve Board’s ruling of Sept. 7, which 
permits the renewal, almost ndefinitely, 
of the rediscountable paper. - 

There'is nothing in the Federal Re- 
serve acts that limits this paper to per- 
sonal or corporate sources. There ig no 
ahve aager against the handling of paper 
oth by the member banks and the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks, which was drawn 
in the first instance by the American 
Government, a _ foreign Government, 
whether belligerent or otherwise, or b 
accredited governmental agents in their 
official capacity. While. it is doubtful 
that the expected drafts by. which the 
loan will probably be floated will be 
signed by. foreign Governments Girectly, 
even if they are so signed, this would 
raise no questions for the. banks in the 
reserve system to answer, further than 

n that the was finan- 
é responsible. here; have 
looked at this question squarely, and it 
can be stated® that the official nature 
of the transactions in their inception will 
not be considered when the paper comes 
up for rediscount, - 

At the State Department today it was 
practcetty admitted that the proposed 
oan had been submitted to the depart- 
ment and that no oliiection had been 
found to it, if it were limited to a credit 
proposition. 

Officials view the proposed loan 
sympathetically, not because of its 
facilitating effect upon the export of 
munitions, but because of its support 
to the general trade markets of the 
country. It was pointed out today that 
the export of munitions would: probably 
continue, .as they are necessary to the 
Allies’ welfare, but unless ghe loan or 
Some equivalent for it could be floated, 
the general export trade of the country 
would be at a standstill. 

It was said today that under the 
stimulating effect of the loan, cotton 
might get back to 12 or 13 cents, and 
there might be expected a similarly good 
effect upon the prices of other staples. 
British officials, it is said, have watched 
nervously the growing unrest here aris- 
ing from the British blockade. It has 
been hinted that Great Britain would 
support the cotton market to prevent 
this unrest from becomi too insistent. 
The price has advanced a bale since 
Great Britain took the drastic step of 
putting cotton on the: list of absolute 
contraband. . 


LONDON ON THE CREDIT LOAN. 


Belief There That It Will Have to be 
Backed by Other Measures. 


LONDON, Wednesday, Sept. 15, (8:82 
A. M.)—Reports from New York of ef- 
forts by the Franco-British Financial 
Commission to establish a billion-dollar 
credit on behalf of the Allies are re- 
ceived skepticaHy here. The Times says 
in a financial article: 

“ A good deal of water is likely to flow 
under the Brooklyn Bridge before any 
such proposal can become practicable. 
Well-informed people will note that gold 
in increasing quantities is being sent to 
New York, and will pin their faith to 
its being used there for its proper pur- 
Pose.”’ 

The Morning Post also considers the 
commission has not yet had time to ar- 
range anything definite, but is not sur- 
prised at the large amount mentioned. 
It says banking and trading interests on 
both sides of the Atlantic sopn will rec- 
ognize that the best interests of both 
parties are likely to be served by the 
credits being on a very large scale and 
on the assumption that the-war will 
last for a long time to. come. 

‘“'We believe,’’ says The Post, ‘“‘ that 
these large credits will have to be sup- 
plemented by a good many other meas- 
ures, such as more gold shipments, fur- 
ther sales of American securities, and 
the attracting of American capital to 
this country in various ways, preferably 
for investment in home securities.’’

When he signed his 
time card for the payroll then he used 
an unmistakably German namé, which 
he admitted to the shop Superintendent

When the war started the young man 
was ordered hunieé as a reservist, but be- 
cause his brothers were in the army he 
refused to go and stayed here to sup- 
port his aged mother. He was warned 
then that a long term in prison in Ger- 
many would be his fate if he did any 
work for munition manufacturers—that 
is, if he ever returned to Germany. Re- 
cently he was warned by a German spy 
to leave Providence. He worked at Pratt 
& Whitney’s machine works in Hartford 
under an assumed name for several 
weeks, but was discovered and again 
compelled by a German agent to quit. 
He makes tne extraordinary statement 
that the German Government knows 
where every German in this country is 
employed and has warned all working on 
war munitions that five years imprison- 
ment would be the sentence if they ever 
returned to the Fatherland. Miller says 
his uncle is proprietor of a New York 
hotel’ and one of the best-known Ger- 
man-Americans in the country.

DISAPPOINTEDWITH AMERICA 


Writer Believes We Will One’ Day 
Regret That We Did Not Punish 
the ‘Vile War Party of Germany.’ 


The overrunning of the United States

“ Ger y, by revoking her honor, 
has met her qoom—and we must remem- 
ber that in this war frontiers have no 
bearing; only men, .munitions, and 
money count. We have nearly as many 
men as our enemies. We shall soon 
have a greater supply of munitions, 
(thanks a great. deal to the United 
States,) and as to money, Germany is 
bankrupt, and our credit is hardly 
traded upon. This is the whole position. 

“Germany, in her snakelike fashion, 
had poured out millions to stir up re- 
bellions and trouble in all her enemies’ 
colonies. She totally failed. India was 
to rebel. Africa was to rebel.. In the 
Far East her influence was to be para- 
mount. Millions of peat spent in 
forming her empire all gone. 

‘“We know we must suffer much and 
mourn many, but we have saved and re-

The Grand Duke knows. his land and 
his people, and a willing retreat means 
many things besides defeat.

‘Remember also Italy is daily en- 
croaching—killing, maiming, and taking 
prisoners. All a nibbling, weakening, 
and Germany has her limit. It is near 
at hand. 

“The German soldier that is losing 
his life today is commercial Germany. 
Where, when, and how can she resusci- 
tate? She cannot do it. 

‘“*T am confident that the Germans are 
becoming hard pressed and desperation 
will be the next step in frizhtfulness. 
I fear the remaining population of Bel- 
gium will be starved and used as a 
threat, and that our men who are pris- 
oners will be likewise treated. 

“Before this letter reaches you I 
anticipate big events in the Near East. 
Greece has to make up her mind now 
or never. Her decision will help to clear 
up the differences with the other Balkan 
powers, and, with this settled, the be- 
ginning of the end will be in sight. But 
we shall never get a thing from Ger- 
many. She will have noses: for us— 
not a gold piece. Fortunately for us, 
her colonies can repay us in some de- 
gree for the treasure we have spent. 

‘“ But there is a grave danger that 
America will be swarmed with her peo- 

le.» America has, I think, r. troubles 
‘to come; after- peace, and ‘she will need 
to give;more attention to the defense of 
er people. I am not.sure but what 
America has failed in her mission as an

,| Bandits Threaten Two Places 
Near Brownsville—Six Mex- 
icans Found Dead. 


NEW PRECAUTIONS TAKEN 


Border Citizens Prepare to Meet 
Any Outbreaks on the Mex- 
ican National Holiday. 


BROWNSVILLE, Texas, Sept. 14.— 
“!Two companies of infantry were hurried 
out of Brownsville tonight for San 
Benito and Lyford, north of here, on 
reports that there was danger from 
Mexican bandits near those places. 

With six Mexicans found dead today, 
five of them shot and one floating in 
the Rio Grande, extensive preparations 
were made tonight to prevent reprisals 
or outbreaks during a two-day celebra- 
tion of the Mexican national holiday. 

This celebration is due to begin to- 
morrow, according to Mexican custom. 
One suspicious movement of armed men 
carrying red flags on the Mexican side 
of the Rio Grande was observed late 
today. Except for this incident all re- 
ports of danger came from the Ameri- 
ean side exclusively, most of them from 
a considerable distance in the interior. 

Three Mexicans among six prisoners 
taken as suspects after the Los Indios 
fight yesterday, were killed today near 
San Benito, Texas, It was stated that 
they escaped from the San Benito jail 
last night, and that their bodies were 
found some distance from town today 
with bullet holes in their backs. 

The San Benito jail is a wooden crib, 
much resembling an ordinary corn crib 
except that it is made of two-by-four 
planks. San Benito city officials have 
said there never has been need of a 
stronger jail, owing to the scarcity of 
crime. 

No statement was obtained from San 
Benito officers as to how the Mexicans 
escaped, but it was said that Mexicans 
living in the town may have helped 
them to get out. 

About two dozen armed Brownsville 
citizens slept tonight in the county 
building here. Others were posted at 
convenient concentration points in the 
city. These were precautions against 
too .much celebration by Mexicans of 
their national independence day, which 
is Sept. 16, but which usually begins to 
rise into boisterousness in this section 
about Sept. About seventy-fve 
Brownsville citizens were organized to- 
day under One leader, a man of mili- 
tary experience, for guard duty. 

Generally throughout ‘the valley simi- 
lar precautions were taken, These civil 
preparations were not made in fear of 
an invasion from the Mexican side, but 
against Texas Mexicans. The United 
States Army organization also _ tight- 
ened its patrol on the border, All these 
movements were made in the belief 
that thoroughness in preparation prob- 
ably would prevent disorder. 

Colonel Robert L. Bullard at Harlin- 
gen, whose United States troopers are 
mostly on duty some distance back 
from the international] line, said: 

‘*In my opinion, there cannot be any 
large outbreak, because too many Mex- 
icans are getting frightened and running 
away. here may be some little trouble 
within the next four or five days, but 
I do not think there is much trouble 
likely after that.’’ 

Colonel Bullard has spread his patrols 
about interior towns for many miles 
north of here, through a system of -co- 
operation with citizens of rural dis- 
tricts. Not enough troops were available 
to. grant all. requests for protection. 
Colonel Bullard therefore organized citi- 
zens and farmers and distributed ‘the 
troops about rural tracts in small details. 
One of these detachments, unsupported, 
would perhaps be too small to risk a 
fight with andits, but quickly can 
double its strength by calling out citi- 
zens in the immediate vicinity. 


Colonel A. P. Blockson, at Fort Brown,:

They were 
mainly reassuring. He posted strong 
cavalry guards at frequent intervals

Railway Official, Held for $10,000 
Ransom, Has Been Released. 


EL PASO, Sept. 14.—Edward Led- 
widge, an official of the Mexican -North- 
western Railroad, who has been held for 
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$10,000 ransom by bandits operating 
near the Cumbre Tunnel in Chihuahua, 
was released early today, according to 
information reaching here. A posse is 
pursuing, the bandits 
Advices received here did not state 
whether Ledwidge escaped from the 
bandits, was delivered on payment of 
the ransom, or was rescued in a fight. 
Ledwidge was held by the Chavez broth- 
ers, bandits, in Chihuahua 
The meagre information indicated that 
widge had been shown alive to 
oreign wvealaants of Colste, Chihuahua,

CONFERENCE HERE SATURDAY. 


Envoys May Arrange Then for a 
Meeting with Carranza.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—The Pan- 
American Mexican conference, made up 
of Secretary of State Lansing and the 


six South and Central American diplo- 


mats who issued the invitation to Mex- 
ican factional leaders for a peace con- 
vention, has again postponed its next 
meeting. Instead of being held tomor- 
row or Thursday in Washington, as 
seemed sure yesterday, the decision was 
reached today to hold the conference on 
Saturday, Sept. 18, in New York City. 
New York was chosen, as it will be more 
convenient to the Summer homes of the 
Latin-American diplomats, and also in 
view of the sweltering heat which has 
prevailed in Washington. 

Ambassador Romulo S. Naon of Ar- 
gentina had another meeting with Sec- 
retary Lansing today regarding the 

lans for the conference, and through 

im notification will be sent to the other 
conferees informing them of the date 
for the conference. It was intimated 
here today, although it could not be 
confirmed officially, that the conferees 
had practically made up their minds as 
to the course of action to be pursued. 
Despite the published statement that 
General Carranza is to be recognized, it 
is understood that the course of action 
does not contemplate the immediate rec- 
cuaition of General Carranza at this 
time. 

However, the statement was made in a 
reliable quarter tonight that the Pan- 
American conferees will probably accept 
the counter-proposal from General Car- 
ranza that they, or agents representing 
them, meet him at a Rio Grande border 
town, as suggested in Carranza’s answer 
to the Pan-American invitation, for the 
exclusive purpose of considering the af- 
fais of exico from the international 
viewpoint. It was asserted tonight that 
the purpose of this conference would be 
to enable Carranza to spread upon the 
conference table his plans for dealing 
with foreign claims, the re-establish- 
ment of the finances of Mexico, and the 
treatment of foreign interests, and gen- 
erally a showing of his claims to military 
control at the time the conference is 
held. If the showing is satisfactory, 
Carranza will expect to be recognized. 

In a responsible quarter it was stated 
tonight that it was not the expectation 
of Carranza that he would be recog: 
nized before the first of next January, 
by which time he expects to have driven

WARNING TO QUIT MEXICO. 


Amiericans Again Advised to Leave 
—Reported Plot in Tucson. 


WASHINGTON; Sept. 14. -— Instruc- 
tions issued months ago urging Ameri- 
can citizens in Mexico to leave the 
country have been renewed to Ameri- 
cans in Sonora, Chihuahua, and other 
northern States. where. military ad- 
vances and border disturbances now 
make conditions extra hazardous. State 
Department officials denied reports that 
the order had reference to this Govern- 
ment’s future course toward Mexico. 


FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz., Sept. 14.— 
Persistent reports of a plot to foment 
an uprising among the Mexican resi- 
dents of Tucson, Ariz., on bad rag A 
Mexican Independence Day, resulted in 
an order today for two troops of cav- 
alry from this post. The troops are on 
a “ practice march” and will arrive at 
Tucson tomorrow. 

They were ordered to the city after a 
visit here of Acting Mayor A. C. Ber- 
nard. 

Arrangements to station a large num- 
ber of armed men at the armory, water 
works and other public utility plants 
were made at a mass meeting of citi- 
zens. A. third of the 20,000 residents of 
Tucson are Mexicans. 


ARGENTINA DEFERS ACTION. 


Proposal to Take Up Mexican Ques- 
tion Rejected by Chamber. 


BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 14.— The 
Chamber of Deputies has rejected a pro- 
posed resolution for an immediate in- 
terpellation of the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs on the subject of Argentina’s 
intervention in the Mexican question. 

It was decided to await further con- 
sideration of the matter by the Pan- 
American conference called by the 
United States..

Carranza Partisans Give a Dinner 
Tonight for Finance Minister. 


The Mexican colony of New York will 
celebrate tonight the one hundred and 
fifth anniversary of the beginning of 
the Hidalgo revolution.

LINDON BATES MONUMENT. 


Parents of Lusitania Victim to Erect 
Shaft In Berkshires. 


The parents of Lindon Wallace Bates, 
Jr., who was lost with the Lusitania on 
May 7, are preparing to erect a tomb 
and monument to their son, according to 
information that reached here last night. 
The monument will be a reproduction of 
the famous Pompey’s Pillar in Egypt 
and will tower 115 feet above the tip of 


a rocky mountain of the Berkshires on 
the Bates estate at New Lebanon, N. 
Y. The memorial and its place have 
been chosen because Mr. Bates greet | 
admired Pompey’s Pillar, and was fon 

of climbing to the Berkshire mountain 
top, which before his death came to be 
known as “ Lindon Bates’s Rock.” 

The ard will be of white concrete 
and will be visible for many miles, both 
by day and night. After dark search- 
lights will shine upon its sides from its 
base. Mr. Bates’s body will be placed 
under the base in a permanent resting

PiWhile intending the monument princi- 
pally as a memorial to their son, Mr. 
and Mrs. Bates, Sr., wish also to have 
it stand in memory of all those who went 
down with the Lusitania. An approach 
will be built to it so that those inter- 
ested may visit it, and a spiral stairway 
inside will lead to a summit from which 
one may obtain an unexcelled view of 
the surrounding country. 

Mr. @ rs. Bates have been 
moved to erect the monument to their 
son not only sarough parental affec- 
tion, but because they feel that the 
manner. of his death — be com- 
memorated. Accord ip he reports 
brought by survivors, r. Bates ob- 
tained a life preserver for himself soon 
after the Lusitania had been torpedoed 
and doubtless would have saved himself 
had his attention not been attracted by 
a frantic woman who had not secured 
a life belt. He removed his life pre- 
server, according to the story, tied it 
around the woman, and then dived 
overboard, trusting to his swimming

MARCONI ABSORBS RIVAL. . 
Poulsen Rights in England Acquired 
by Wireless Corporation. 
Special Cable to Tak New YORK Timms 
LONDON, Sept. 14.—The financial 


editor of The Daily Chronicle says: 

‘‘ A* syndicate representing Marconi 
interests has: acquired the Poulsen- 
Padna rights, and in-due course the 
Poulsen system will become part of the 
Marconi organization.’’ 

According to .this authority, an im- 
Portant option in connection with the 
British Poulsen wireless rights lapsed 
recently, though fresh arrangements 
would quite possibly have been made. 
In the meanwhile, however, the syndi- 
cate representing the Marconi interests, 
recognizing no doubt what a formidable 
rival the Pouisen system would be in the 
future if it remained independent, has 
stepped in and made an offer which ap- 
parently has been accepted. 

For the present, owing to Treasury 
restrictions, formation of a subsidiary 
company and other financial arrange~- 
ments for the completion of the deal 
cannot be put through, but after the 
conclusion of peace it may be looked 
upon as certain that Poulsen will be 
under the Marconi banner. 


The Poulsen system of wireless toleg- 
raphy, worked out by Valdemar Po 
sen of Copenhagen eight years ago, 
said to be a much faster means of com- 
munication than that of Marconi. In 
1907 Professur Poulsen also talked by 
wireless between Copenhagen and Ber- 
lin, some 250 miles, and proposed to 
establish a wireless telephone service to 
America, via Ireland. The Poulsen 
patents in tho United States are con- 
pag by the Federal Telegraph Com- 
any.

GOULD FIGHT GOES HIGHER. | 


Income Tax on Wife's Alimony Be- 
fore U. S. Supreme Court. 


Howard Gould has not accepted the 
séveral defeats he suffered in the courts 
‘of this state in the matter of his right 
to deduct the income tax from ‘the ali- 
mony of $3,000 a month he is paying 
his wife, 
who obtained a separation from him in 
1909. An order was filed with County, 
Clerk Schneider yesterday, signed by 
Justice Hughes of the United States Su- 
preme Court, on the application of Mr. 
Gould, requiring both him and his wife 
to appear before the court on Oct. 5 and 


show cause why a writ of error should 
not issue. 
Mr, Gould contends that the courts 


here were in error in deciding that he 


had no right to deduct the income 

and that their interpretation of the 
law was wrong, The application set 
forth that during the months between 
January and July, 1914, inclusive, $210 
was deducted from the monthly -pay- 
ments to cover the income tax. rs. 
Gould sued him for the te and 
judgment was entered aging, Sis 2

Division, which affirmed the ® gidement 
of the lower court.

But Mr. Gould did not mind and 
carried the matter to the Court of 
Appeals. Mr. Gould entered a demurrer 
on the ground that the Appellate Di- 
vision had not given rmission to sub- 
mit the case to the higher court. The 
case was dismissed and then Mr, Gould 
went back to the reagent Division and 
asked for permission to a He said 
he wanted to discover w rome alimony 
constituted ‘‘ gains, profits and income 
within the meaning of the income tax 
law and whether, if it did, the husband 
a the right to deduct the amount of 

tax. The court refused to permit 
fins to appeal and Mr. Gould appeared 
to be at the end of his legal resources.

A suit for $150,000 for alleged assault 
was begun in the Supreme Court yester- 
day by Mrs. Cecil M. Virginia Davis, 
who says she used to earn $50 a week 
as the manager of a photographic studio. 
She is 22 years old.. The defendant is 
Robert M. Hastman, described as an 
“ elderly. man,’’ whose address is given 
as 330 Hamlin Avenue, Chicago. dgar 
J. Treacy is the plaintiff’s attorney. 
He had no information to give concern- 
ing his client except that which ap- 
peared in the complaint. He said that 
today or tomorrow he would be ready 
with further particulars. 

The .complaint said that in 1914 Mrs. 
Davis was married but did not live with 
her husband for the reason that his 
business carried him to distant points, 
but that they were contemplating the 
resumption of marital relations, In 
the meantime she kept her job in the 
studio. In March, 1914, she was intro- 
duced to the defendant by a mutual 
friend. Mr.. Eastman ‘‘ immediately 
manifested a strong interest, in her 
work,” the complaint reads, ‘‘ and of- 
fered to aid her and assist her in obtain- 
ing even greater success in her chosen 
occupation.’’ 

Mr. Eastman told the plaintiff, she 
said, that he was very wealthy and 
urged her to g° to Chicago, where his 
home was, and where he would be able 
to extend much help. . He “* promised 
he would procure her a much finer posi- 
tion in a photographic studio in that 
city or he would set her up in business 
for herself, furnishing the necessary 
capital.”” He also said, according to the 
complaint, that he was a patron of the 
arts and a philanthropist. Because of 
these statements and because of his age 
the plaintiff trusted him, and on May 
8, 1914, went to Chicago. 

The plaintiff met her at the station 
and escorted her to the Congress Hotel, 
where she registered. She said she 
wanted to go to her room alone, but 
that the plaintiff insisted upon escort- 
ing her there and then detained her in 
the room for two hours. She wanted 
to leave, but he had locked the door, she 
said, and so she could not go away.

Before this case was settled Rofrano 
became Superintendent of the Tenement 
House Department. In 1907 Rofrano, 
who had been galoon keeper, contactor, 


and politician with success, decided to 
become a lawyer. He entered the New 
York Law School, being admitted on the 
academic education guaranteed in the 
certificate from St. Joseph’s Collegiate 
Institute of Buffalo. He passed the bar 
examination in 1911, and was admitted, 
He is now a partner in the firm of 
Simmons, Harris & Rofrano, 198 Broad- 
way. 

He represented Giuseppe Lotito, an 
Italian dock laborer, in a suit for dam- 
ages, and won a judgment of $1,230 for 
his client. According to the client, Ro- 
frano kept all but about $400 of the 
money for himself. Lotito brought this 
matter to the attention of the Bar As- 
sociation last year in an effort to have 
Rofrano disbarred, but he was unsuc- 
cessful. 

Rofrano broke with ‘‘ Big Tim” Fo- 
ley in the 1913 campaign, preceding 
Mayor Mitchel’s election. is friendship 
with “ ne’’. and Clement J. Driscoll, 
who were Gaynor rather than Foley men, 
was strong. Clement Driscoll became a 
Deputy Commissioner of Police and an- 
tagonized Foley. . ‘‘Gene”’ sided with 
his brother, and the two drew Rofrano 
with them. The final breach came at 
about the time of Mitchel’s nomination, 
when, Foley says, Rofrano sought the 
nomination for Congress to succeed 


Daniel. J. Riordan. Foley said he 
saughod at Rofrano’s ambition. Rofrano 
said he simply became disgusted with 
Foley’s political principles and decided 
to join the forces of good government. 

Rofrano organized the Home . Rule 
Democratic Club at 48 Madison Street 
in opposition to Foley’s Downtown Dem- 
oenatie Club, and the two organizations 
have been the headquarters of-the fac- 
tions in the political feud. 


Feud in the Second Starts. 
Active hostilities began soon after 
Mayor Mitchel’s election. On Dec. 17, 
1913, Mike Giamari, who suceeeded Ro- 
frano as Foley’s chief Italian lieuten- 


ant, and whom Rofrano is now charged 
with murdering, was stabbed in the 
back at Catharine and Oak Streets. The 
wound did not prove fatal, but that 
night Vincenzo Candillo, a Rofrano 
man, was shot and killed. 

At once the Rofrano adherents ac- 
cepted the theory that Mike Giamari’s 
brothers, Albert and John, | believing 
Candillo to have been Mike’s assailant, 
killéd him in revenge. Albert and John 
Giamari and Michael Geno, a friend of 
theirs, were arrested and charged with 
the crime.. At their trial, the princ 
witnesses against them was Joseph 
Baldo, who was with Cardillo when he 
was killed, and who identified the three 
prisoners as the murderers. While the 
trial was in progress, however, - Baldo 
repudiated his identifications, saying 
that ‘ Rocks’’ Cornell and \ Frank 
Fennimore, two of Rofrano’s chief lieu- 
tenants, had forced him to commit per- 
jury in making the identification. 

From the witness chair in General 
Sessions, Judge Wadhams presiding, 
Baldo told how Cornell and Fennimore 
had intimidated him with use of Ro- 
frano’s name. He accused Rofrano him- 
self of meeting him at Police Headquar- 
ters and of using words which seemed 
to give authority to the threats of 
Cornell and Fennimore. The three de- 
fendants in the case were discharged, 
and. Rofrano, with apparent _willing- 
ness, appeared before Judge Wadhams, 
to clear himself of Baldo’s accusations. 
He escaped indictment for improper 
conduct. 


Mitchel Gives Him $5,000 Joh. 


In June, 1914, Rofano was appointed

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Minott, Rofrano’s cousin, but one. of 
Foley’s lieutenants, was shot and killed 
in Forty-second Street. Joseph and 
Anthony La Salle, two Rofrano men, 
were declared guilty of second degree 
murder in connection with the killing, 
and they are now serving twenty-year 
sentences in Sing Sing. 

In March of this year Mike Giamari 
was killed and Gaetano Montimagno 
Was subsequently convicted of the mur- 
der. The chief evidence against him 
was “ees by Joe La Salle, who hid 
after the Minott murder in ‘ Rocks’”’ 
Cornell’s home in Brooklyn, where, he 
said, Cornell, Fennimore, and Monti- 
magno plotted the ‘murder in his pres- 
ence, It was while the plotting was go- 
ing on, La Salle testified, that Cornell 
frequently communicated by telephone 
with Rofrano.

Dean. They Revered. 
_ At the funeral of Dr. J, Howard Van 
Amringe, former Dean of Columbia Uni- 
versity, at Trinity Church yesterday, 


W2Sl the edifice wae erowded with men of 
‘affairs, mostly distinguished alumni of 


Columbia. 

There were delegations representing 
the various college associations in which 
Dean Van Amringe had. been promi- 
nent. -These included the Columbia 
Board of Trustees, the directors, the 
Alumni Federation, the Herly Eighties, 
the Upper Wighties, the Forty-niners, 
and the Class of ‘74. Above all these, 
however, stood out the six men of the 
class of 1860, the last of the old clasa 
of which the dean had been a member. 
They were Wgerton L. Winthrop, David

No Taxes Due to Virginia from 
- Miss Marshall, J. Frederic 
Kernochan Declares. 


DENIES CHARGE OF EVASION 


insane Woman’s Committee Says 
Collection Will Be Fought to 
U, S. Supreme Court. 


J. Frederic Kernochapy a lawyer, of 
44 Pine Street, read yesterday with in- 
terest the statement of Sidney Smith, 
Examiner of Records at Richmond, Va., 
that Miss Marie .Marshall, an aged 
spinster, daughter of thg late John R. 
Marshall, an old-time merchant of this 
city, who resides at Williamsburg, Va., 
had been evading taxes in Virginia for 
about fifteen years. 

Miss Marshalldis of unsound mind and 
lives in her own home near the Will- 
iamsburg ‘Insane Asylum, and is at- 
tended by the asylum physicians, Mr. 
Kernochan is committee for Miss Mar- 
shall, and he denied that taxes had been 
wrongfully withheld from the City of. 
Williamsburg or the State of Virginia. 
The attempt to collect such taxes, will 
result in. a lawsuit, he said, and pay- 
ment will be resisted even in the United 
States Supreme Court. Mr. Kernochan 
said there had never been any attempt 
to evade just taxes, but that it was not 
proposed, even in the face of Examiner 
Smith’s report, to pay upon exempt 
property, 

The implication in a statement of Mr. 
Smith that payment had been evaded by 
Mr. Kernochan by the expedient of 
declaring in Virginia that’ the property 
was taxed in’ New York, and here that 
it -~was taxed in Virginia is resented. 
According to Mr. Smith, Miss Marshall 
has a life interest in real estate valued 
at $295,864 and other property aggre- 
gating $40,454,864, the incime from which 
has reached $2,445,534.. He reported that 
the taxes due the State were about 
$175,000, the City of Williamsburg about 
$400,000, and the fee to the examiner 
$33,000. 

Mr. Kernochan was puzzled as to how 
Mr. Smith arrived at the valuation of 
40,454,864. He figures that Mr. Smith 
must be adding up the accumulation of 
years of taxes. 

‘* Miss Marshall’s estate is now prob- 
ably $4,000,000,’’ said Mr. Kernochan. 
‘They are probably figuring out un- 
der a new law that it ought to have been 
taxed for fifteen years and so bee are 
multiplying the $3,000,000 by fifteen. 
That's the only’ way I can figure it 
out. Of course, Miss Marshall’s estate 
did not amount to $3,000, when her 
father died in 1881. It is made up of 
bonds and mortgages and whatever real 
estate has been added to it was through 
the foreclosure of mortgages. This is, 
however, only a small part of the whole. 
Miss Marshall is a New Yorker, though 
she has lived for years in Williams- 
burg, Va. The question involved in the 
case is purely legal. 

“TI want to say that there has. been 
no ap emt to evade the payment of 
taxesy All these years Miss Marshall 
has paid taxes on the real estate owned 
by her in a and she has paid for 
the horsés and carriages and indeed for 
ali her property in that State and 
this'includes the income she spent there. 
In ‘New York Her property is not tax- 
able. because it is nearly all in non- 
taxable ‘mortgages. 

“I do not believe there is.any law 
that can go back twenty years, espe- 
clally after the estate paid .taxes évery 
year,;. To enforce ;such payments. there 
would: have ‘to, be. a.suit in the United 
States; .- Suck ar at . be 
myself as ‘comutiittee;.and it

Miss ‘Marie Marshall is‘a.daughter. of 
John R. Marshall, who was in his -day 
& prominent merchant in this city. He 
died on April. 20, 1881. His daughter 
has been in Williamsburg since 1872. 
Her parents were then traveling in the 
South, and because she was of unsound 
mind it was deemed advisable to put her 
in the asylum there. Later she was 
established in. her own house near the 
asylum, Though in Virginia since 1872, 
Miss Marshall, who is now more than 
60 years old, has not enjoyed an inde- 

ndent income all that time. It was 

ot until after the death of her mother 
that she obtained an interest in her 
father’s estate. 

Although John R. Marshall was born 
in Ogdensburg, N. Y., he came of a 
New York family, and Miss Marshall's 
great-greatgrandfather was John Mar- 
shall, who had a fine estate that took 
in all of what is now, Hanover Square, 
and there the family. mansion stood. 
Her mother was a Gasquet, a member 
of an old New Orleans family. ‘When

Convict’s Joyous Letter Found on 
Elmira Man in Court. 


The comparatively ideal existence 
of prisoners in. Sing Sing was re- 
vealed yesterday in a letter found on 
Walter Gardner, 19 years old, of 129 
West Ninety-eighth Street, arraigned 
on a short affidavit before Magis- 
trate Appleton in the West _ Side 
Court. The letter, written to Gard- 
ner by Joseph Kopp, formerly of 6539 
West Fiftieth Street, now serving a 
three-year term for robbery, follows 
in part: 

Friend Walt. 

I am up here for three years, but, hey, 
Walt, why worry.

WILL CONTEST COSTS 





Lawyer Says He Was Shunned 
After He Took Case for John 
Wallace’s Daughter-in-Law. 


FINAL FEES ARE ALLOWED 


His Claim Cut to $15,000 and Extra 
Allowance of $12,500 to Mrs. 
F. L. Wallace Is Thrown Out. 


Justice Shearn of the Supreme Court 
received yesterday the report of a ref- 
eree who was naméd to take testimony 
as to the value of the services of Talbot 
J. Taylor and Frances L. Wallace in 
the contest over the will of John Wal- 
lace, a dry goods merchant, who left 
an estate of $2,000,000. Mr.’ Taylor was 
allowed $15,000, $7,500 less than the 
referee recommended, and the court cut 
out an extra allowance of $12,500 which 
the referee thought Mrs. Wallace should 
receive. This was the last judicial act 
in Htigation lasting more than five 
years, and in which a large fortune was 
spent in legal fees. 

Mr. Wallace’s will gave his son, Allen, 
$750,000 in trust, but providing that 
when the son died the principal should 
go to: various relations in trust, and 
was finally to pass to the Cathedral of 
St. John the Divine. This cut off Mrs. 
Frances L. Wallace, the son’s wife. 
Allen Wallace became an incompetent 
and died in 1910. His widow immediate- 
ly began the fight’ to break the will 
in order that her daughter, who was 
then 6 years old, should be provided for. 
She won the fight on July 8, 1911. It 
was a costly and a bitter contest. One 
firm of lawyers employed by her pre- 


reduced it to $30,000. 

The feature of the fight was the 
position in which it placed Mr. Taylor. 
John Wallace, the. maker of the for- 
tune, was a grandson of Commodore 


Cornelius Vanderbilt. He was a mem- 
ber of many clubs and of the most ex- 
clusive social circles. He had a great 
many rich and powerful friends. Mr. 
Taylor soon felt the displeasure of these 
friends of Mr.’ Wallace. At first they 
chided him for the assistance he was 
giving Mrs. Wallace to break her 
father-in-law’s will, and then, when he 
persisted, they refused to secognize him 
and he found ‘his clubs and many of the 
homes of old friends cold places for him 
to visit. After the fight was over ie 
made his home in Paris. 

In testifying before the referee Mr. 
Taylor said: 

“For twenty-three years John Wal- 
lace and I were the closest friends. We 
saw each other every day; we lunched 
together. I knew him as a strong-willed 
man, a man of strong prejudices, and 
when the terms of his will were dis- 
closed I felt that he had made an unjust 


will. 

“I talked with Mrs. Wallace many 
times about it, and finally it was de- 
cided to take steps to break it. I went 
to see Michael Bouvier, a big man on 
Wall Street, and our. mutual friend and 
an executor of the will. He was sur- 
prised and angry when he heard of the 
contemplated action and advised me 
against it. I told him that no man 
knew better than I did the violent dis- 
likes and prejudices of. John Wallace. 
That not only ended our business rela- 
tions, but ovr friendship. . 

‘“* Every.where I went on the Exchange 
friends asked me what.I was trying t 
preve John Wallace a lunatic for, and I 
had to defend myself, even in the clubs. 
One day I went into the Racquet Club, 
and Dan Worden wanted to know what 
I was getting out of the thing. For a 
long time I could not go imto the Clubs, 
but all the. time I was away from them 
I was busy in the lawyer’s. office going 





on with the fight.. We won after many 
protracted hearings.”’

Teachers Aim to Regain Business 
Won. Away by’ Cabarets. 


Until yesterday: there Were: many ‘per- 
sons in New York and other *EHastern 
cities. who were thought to be,pretty 
well posted on the latest dance steps. 
This created a certain amount of ama- 
teur competition for the dancing mas- 
ters. The dancing masters of the Sec- 
ond. ‘District, which includes a number 
of Eastern States, yesterday developed 
a plan of campaign, however, which 
they calculated would put the teaching 
of the very latest steps under their con- 
trol: for a few months, and\at the end 
of that period they will meet again to 
create more new fashions ‘in dancing. 
This step was taken in an effort to out- 
flank what many of them had termed 
their greatest enemy, the New York 
cabaret, which, they said, was creating 
new dance steps faster than the danc- 
ing masters themselves could learn 


them. 

The flanking movement was decided 
upon:at a meeting of the Second District 
masters held yesterday 
Dancing Academy on West Seventy- 
second Street. This meeting followed 
the Congress of American Dancing 
Masters held on Saturday and Monday 
im this city. -As a consequence of yes. 
terday’s meeting New York has now at 
least ten new dances to learn. All were 
demonstrated by Oscar Duryea yester- 
day, and after looking on awhile the 
gathered male and female dancing mas- 
ters from this and other cities, the 
former in shirtsleeves and the latter 
looking as wilted from the heat as ever 
did suffering dancing pupils in any of 
their schools, took lessons in the new 
steps until they felt that they were let- 
ter per—foot perfect. 

The names of. the new dances were 
made public. They include the Pericon, 


‘the Globe Trot, the National Fox Trot, 


the Exposition Waltz, the March Mili- 
taire, and the Syncopated Waltz. The 
other four new dances are_ those 
‘“‘ standardized ’’ Monday by the dancing 
masters’ congress. 

The Pericon, it was explained, is in- 
tended principally for exhibition pur- 
poses. The Globe Trot is a rollicking, 
barn-dancy sort of thing intended for 
the youngest of the younger generation. 
The March Militaire is a product of the 
dance psychology produced by the war. 
The others are new forms of old dances.

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INCREASING THE PERSONAL AS- 
SESSMENT. 
When the plan to relieve the distress 
of ithe city and meet the exactions of 
‘the State tax-gatherer by an increase 
in the assessment of personal prop- 
erty was first put before the startied 
taxpayer the sum of the proposed in- 
crease was put at $4,000,000,000. Inas- 
much as the city’s present personalty 
valuation for purposes of taxation is 
only $340,295,560, the announcement, 
at first credited to the Mayor, was. re- 
ceived with surprise, we may say, 
with amazement. Then doubt reared 
its head. In the whole State of New 
‘York the largest personal assessment 
-ever known was only $800,000,000. 
Here was a proposal to list five times 
that amount in New York City alone. 
<The suspicion arose that the en- 
‘thusiasm of the amateur and not the 
practical experience of the Depart- 
ment of Taxés and Assessments was 
responsible for the plan. That proved 
to be the case, and there is now a 
notable scurrying away from the 
responsibility of the suggestion. 
Yet perhaps the proposer of the 
plan was surprised at his own modera- 
tion. He might as well have put the 
inerease at $10,000,000,000, for ex- 
perience has proved that the ratio 
‘between the amount of the personal 
property assessment and the yield of 
the tax is highly variable and uncer- 
tain. The only certain thing, indeed, 
is that a very great part of the prop- 
erty assessed will escape taxation, In 
their report for the year 10913 the 
Commissioners of Taxes and Assesg- 
ments devoted considerable attention 
to the subject of the personal prop- 
erty tax. We quote a passage from 
their report: 
A few years ago thousands of names 
of persons were on the personal tax 
roll from whom no taxes could be 
collected. In 1906, before mortgages 
were specially taxed, the levy on per- 
sonal property under the personal 
property tax was $8,444,000; only 
about one-half of this was collected, 
namely $4,336,000. In 1912 the levy 
was $6,685,000, and to date a larger 
sum has been collected than on the 
muych greater levy of 1906. The col- 
lections to date for 1912 are $4,508,000. 
While this proves that the assessmént 
of 1912 is vastly improved over the 
assessment of 1006, it nevertheless 
shows what an ineffective thing the 
general property tax on personal prop- 
erty must remain in spite of the most 
carefyl assessment. It is impractica- 
bie, unequal, and unjust, as hag been 
‘said ecores of times by every special 
tax commission that has reported in 
this country during the last twenty- 
“five years. 
Nothing is better known to those 
who have given attention to the sub- 
ject of taxation than the general 
agreement of those whose expert 
training and knowledge give them au- 
thority to speak in declaring against 
inelusion of personal property in the 
general property tax. Of necessity, 
‘the tex is unequal and unjust, gince 
evasion is so easy and is so gen- 
erally practiced. Nevertheless, per- 
sonal property in this city and State 
does mot escape taxation. The im- 
post ig levied in the form of special 
taxes on classified personel property. 
These indirect levies include the cor- 
“porgtion tax, the tax on the organiza- 
tien of corporations, the inheritance 
‘tax, the stock transfer tax, the se- 
cured debt tax, the mortgage record- 
ing tax, the tax on motor vehicles, and 
the bank tax. All told, these special 
taxes yielded in the year 1918 in the 
State of New York $37,327,026. The 
Tax Board figures that this is the 
equivalant of a 2 per cent. tax on 
$1,366,351,312, or of a State tax of 
three mills on over $12,000,000,000. But 
in addition to this @ tax was directly 
levied in the State upon personal 
property to the ameunt of $462,300,841. 
' fimee the State of New York estab- 
Ushed the policy of imposing taxes 
upon special classes of personal prop- 
erty the ratio of personality to realty 
has mere than doubled, If the special 
taxes were abandoned aitogether and 
recourse was had to the old plan of 
‘aneluding personal property under 
the general property tax, the yield 
_ tothe State and city woyld be

TOSCANINI. 

The prolonged uncertainty about the 
return of Mr. Toscanini to his post 
as conductor of the opera is wearing 
On the nerves of the thousands of 
estimable persons who constitute 
New York’s musical public. The out- 
look for the opera season would be 
dreary indeed without the magnetic 
inspirer of singers and instrumental- 
ists whose “readings” of the great 
works in the repertory have revealed 
new qualities. What could the Met- 
ropolitan Directors do this Winter if 
ARTURO TOSCANINI._ remained in Italy? 
Employ Cieoronrs CamPpanini? That 
would be practically impossible. Ru- 
mors of the disaffection of Tos- 
CANINI have been current since the 
early Spring. If little attention has 
been paid to them the reason is that 
such rumors concerning the opera are 
common and generally false. It has 
been said lately that Toscanin1t would 
be too busily employed conducting 
certain benefit performances in his 
native land to be able to cross the 
ocean in time for the Metropolitan’s 
opening. But those performances will 
be finished before it is time for him 
to embark. As for the rumor that he 
is angry with some of his fellow- 
musicians at the Opera House, that 
is probably as well founded as the 
statement that he has withdrawn be- 
cause he was called conductor instead 
of director. Such gossip is not worth 
heeding. 

The progress of the world war may 
bring upon us many afflictions, many 
even worse than the loss of TosCANINI, 
but until.the Metropolitan Directorate 
makes formal announcement to that 
effect we sha]l refuse to believe that 
TOSCANINI will not be here on Nov. 15. 
He is to produce a Russian opera of 
great reputation, BoRopiINne’s “ Prince 
Igor,” and he has other work cut out 
for him that nobody else could do as 
well, 


MR. LA FOLLETTE ON THE SEA- 
MEN’S ACT. 

Senator La FoLLerTe, the Ancient 
Mariner of the Badger seas, has gar- 
nered the relies of the Seamen’s act in 
his arms and is defending them with- 
out mitigation or remorse of voiee. 
Last Summer he saw the country “ the 
“victim of a vicious and menacing 
“ conspiracy ” of the shipping interests, 
with commercial organizations, and 
such foes of humanity, to discredit the 
joint statesmanship of himself and An- 
DREW FuRUSETH. The relentless paring 
down of the law at Washington, the 
wide and strong demand for its repeal, 
have left him “ undismayed,” says the 
Washington correspondent of The 
Newark Evening News, wherein he 
takes up two columns and a half in 
answering the criticisms of the con- 
spirators. Washington tells us that 
“he has girded himself for fierce battle 
with the shipping interests.” Likewise 
with the facts. 

It would be a weariness of the flesh 
to follow in detail the “answers” 
which Mr. La FoLLeTTE makes to the 
fatal reasons against a measure which 
justified its opponents months before 
the day when it 1s to become effective, 
Sometimes he misstates the objection. 
The critics aver that the Seamen’s act 
“violates no treaties,” he gays: 

It will cause the abrogation of be- 


tween twenty and thirty treaties. This 
is in accordance with the provisions of 
these treaties, and with the provisions 
of Sections 16 and 17 of the act. 
Complying with the act, the Gov- 
ernment has denounced these treaties 
and notified the Governments con- 
cerned that it is ready to negotiate 
new treaties to conform with the pro-~ 
visions of our Jaw. The treaties will be - 
restored shorn of the provisions they 
now contain and which ere objection- 
able to the terms of the seamen’s law. 


The childlike confidence of this is 
touching. The Government mudales 
our relations with between twenty and 
thirty countries, which will cheerfully 
forego the maritime advantage thrown 
at their heads by the United States and 
eonform to the seamen’s law, As to 


the prediction before the law was/ 


pagsed that “it will drive from the sea 
“many of the American ships now 
“ eompeting with foreign vessels,” Mr. 
La FoLLeTTe declares that “this is a 
“gratuitous assertion, not based upon 
** fact.” 

The Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany, then, has not withdrawn from 
the Pacific. The Robert Dollar Steam- 
jehip Company did not change its reg- 
fotry to British because it could not 





operate its boats under the Furuseth- 
La Folliette law.. Japanese freighters 
have not come to this port. The Japa- 
nese are not the beneficiaries of the 
folly of Congress. The American Aal- 
atic Society, urging Congress to recon- 
sider that folly before “all prospects of 
“the rehabilitation of American ship- 
“ping” are destroyed, was acting on 
gratuitous assertion and th conspiracy 
with the shipping interests. Mr. Sam- 
VEL SEwALL of that long-famous Bath 
house of A. & E. SEWALL, was following 
gratuitous assertion when he said that 
his people were out of the shipping 
business, would build no more. Amer- 
ican ships, because “we'ye a better 
“use to make of what money we have 
“than to run ships for the benefit of 
“labor unions and politicians.” 

Now politicians and labor unions, Mr. 
La FoLLETTE and Mr, FurRvusETHR, are 
the sole experts and authorities about 
American shipping. What is hard 
business fact to the men in the ship- 
Ping business is “an untruth” or “a 
“ gratuitous assertion not based upon 
“ fact” to the Ancient Mariner of Mad- 
json. Fact angers him. And so he 
accuses the shipping men of a “ con- 
spiracy ” to injure themselves for the 
sake of “ chucking obloquy ” at his un- 
divided share of the law to handicap 
American shipowners for the profit of 
the foreign competitors. 

The language test, Mr. La FoLLETTE 
still insists, was necessary “ to insure 
the safety of the traveling public.” As 
construed by the Department of Com- 
merce, the language test insures noth- 
ing except that the crew in each de- 
partment shall understand orders in 
that department. The stoker doesn’t 
have to understand the able seaman. 
Nobody is forced to understand orders 
not in his regular day’s work. How is 
the passenger helped? 

“ Every season records some disaster 
on the great lakes,” cries Mr. La Fot- 
LETTE, consequently there, as on. the 
ocean, skilled men and multitudinous 
life-saving equipment must be had. 
Doubtless disasters will dare to hap- 
pen, in the teeth of the law, but to do 
Mr. La FOLLETTE justice, if the law is 
not repealed, there should be fewer dis- 
asters, for fewer American ships can 
afford to leave the dock. The lake pas- 
senger and freight steamships are 
likely to be driven out by the Cana- 
dians. 

But we can’t follow Mr. La FoLLEeTTs 
through his long excursus among the 
ruins of the politicians’ and labor 
unions’ law. A month ago Mr. J. J. 
HILL, who knows something about 
commerce and shipbuilding, spoke what 
is becoming more and more the gen- 
eral opinion of that law: “ Repeal the 
‘monstrous Seamen’s act, which could 
“not more effectually drive our last 
“ vessel from the high seas if it had 
"been drawn with that purpose.”

THE GARY PLAN. 

The Board of Education has its first 
meeting of the new school year today. 
The annual school budget will appear 
at a time when the city is hard up 
for money and, as usual, hard up for 
schoolhouses. The number of chil- 
dren on part time is estimated at 
more than 40,000, in some estimates 
thrice that number, In some school 
districts, as told by Mr. Howarp W. 
Nupp in his instructive letter in yes- 
terday’s Times, the part-time situa- 
tion “has become well-nigh intoler- 
able.”* The Gary duplicate-school 
plan, as adapted to New York condi- 
tions by Mr. Wirt and described yes- 
terday by Mr. Nupp, seems to offer 
the best and the cheapest means of 
doing away with part-time altogether, 
giving all children a minimum of 
three hours’ instruction, and to most 
of them gix or seven hours. 

The Board of Education cannot do 
more necessary or useful work than 
to take up this tried adaptation of 
the Gary plan. Part-time must “ go.”

Park Commissioner WHITTLE of the 
Bronx gives good and sufficient rea- 
sons for declining the Republican 
nomination to Congress in his district, 
let the politicians say what they will. 
Perhaps the chances of electing a 
Republican Congressman up there, 
with two Democratic candidates in 
the field, might be small, but politi- 
cians are generally willing to take 
chances. Mr. WHITTLE has been a 
competent Park Commisgioner. He 
has fought for park preservation and 


the ‘has made many improvements in

GUARDSMAN AND ROOKIE. 

The recurrence of the complaint of 
social prejudice in certain regiments 
and companies of the National Guard, 
because of the persistence of their 
club-like character, is worth noting, 
especially as the complaint comes: this 
time from one of the rookies of the 
Plattsburg camp. Some of the Guards- 
mén have spoken slightingly, quite 
without justification, of the Platts 
burg experiment, and this is a good 





answer to them, so far as it goes, but 
that is not very far, For one regiment 
does not constitute the National 
Guard in these parts, and the com- 
plaint of exclusiveness and prejudice 
is clearly aimed at one regiment. It 
is likely, also, that the club-like char- 
acter of National Guard organizations 
will gradually disappear with the de- 
velopment of the force under Federal | 
There have been rumors of 
attempts to introduce the same kind 
of exclusiveness in the regular army, 
among officers trained at the nation’s 
expense. Our young military novice 
might magnify that, but it ts not 
worth noticing. _ 

The letter from the rookie which ap-. 
peared in yesterday’s Times was in- 
teresting first of all for/its revelation 
of the writer’s enthusiastic liking for 
his new soldierly avocation. He had 
never received military training be- 
fore, but he values his. month’s ex- 
perience at Plattsburg so highly, and 
is so strongly convinced of the benefit 
the nation will derive from the train- 
ing camps, that he has already -jn- 
fluenced a dozen of his friends to pre- 
pare themselves.in the same way to 
serve their country in time of peril. 
There is no particular sense in con- 
demning these men who are willing 
to give their time to hard military 
training, and pay their own expenses 
while doing so, for not joining the 
Guard. They are members now of 
the Federal military reserve and that 
is all we can expect of them. Would 
that all Americans might do their 
duty so well. Our correspondent, 
however, underrates the value of the 
National Guard training. To accuse 
the experienced Guardsman of this 
hour of knowing no more of military 
routine than the manual of arms is 
really preposterous. The men at Fish- 
kill Plains a few weeks ago showed 
how much more they know than that.

- Order. recall, there is a good deal 
to be deduced, both as to the quality of 
journalism in those truly remarkable 
countries an@ as to the right of their 
inhabitants to claim that their opinions 
and convictions are soundly based on 
facts. 

Not one of the Teutonic papers, ap- 
parently, reveals that Dr. Dumpa has 
one anything except warn Austro- 
Hungarians living in the United States 
that if they work in factories where 
ammunition is made for the Allies they 
will subject themselves to severe penalties 
if ever they return home, and that even 
if they elect to remain here they will 
still be punished by the sequestration of 
any property they may have in the old 
country. If that were the case, Dr. 
DumBAa might well seem, from the Aus- 
trian standpoint, simply to have per- 
formed what was naturally and obvious- 
ly the duty of a man in his position, 
and the demand for his recall would 
seem a manifestation of injustice and 
malice toward the representative of one 
of the Central Powers.. . 

Of eourge, the truth is that the mere 
issuing of such a warning would have 
excited little, if any, criticism, official 
or other, in the United States, and that 
if Dr. Dumpa did call the attention of 
his fellow-subjects to their danger, the 
fact did net come to anything approach- 
ing general knowledge here until after 
the discovery of several real and great 
offenses that had been committed . by 
him. That his recall was asked be- 
cause of these offenses, and not because 
of the warning he may or may not have 
given, the readers of the Austrian and 
German papers seemingly have not been 
allowed to learn. This is in effect the 
same thing as saying that they have 
been misinformed—whether intentional- 
ly or unintentionally by their papers 
could not be decided without ‘knowing 
the extent of the knowledge of the edi- 
tors themselves. They may be either 
parties to the deception or victims of it. 
One can hope the latter—if of particu- 
larly kindly tempérament—but that 
makes little difference so far as the 
public served by them ig concerned. 

The episode is full explanation of the 
amazing statements made about the 
war, its origin and progress, by those, 
including some American expatriates, 
whose only sources of information have 
been the German pepers.

Richard Harding Davis, Esq.: 

The only excuse I have for writing to you 
is that I heve seen_ you several times, 
spoken with you, and listened to you in the 
office of the Warden of Sing Sing Prison at 
the times when John H. Kennedy and James 
C. Clancy were the respective Wardens, 1 
was, in those times, stenographer and clerk 
in that office assisting Mr. Hickey, the 
civilian clerk. I was an inmate. A year ago 
last February I ceased to be an inmate. 
Since that time I have been fighting inde- 
fatigably to recover my lost place in the 
world. There js a good deal of rant and 
cant about ‘‘ giving the fallen brother a 
chance,”” ‘‘ holding out the helping hand,’’ 
&c., but in the past eighteen months I have 
learned that these beautiful ideas have never 
progressed from the theoretic stage. 

I have on several occasions reported the 
addresses made by certain well-known s80- 
Clologists and penologists, and had the 
temerity once, solely on the strength of the 
merits of my reportorial work, to solicit an 
interview with a prominent member of this 
*“*helping hand’ coterie, with the view of 
asking permanent employment. The man 1 
addressed is a prominent business man, a 
millionaige, and a governing officer of sev- 
eral large industrial enterprises. My ad- 
vances were ignored. I have never, and 
néver will, ask for charity. I have in tae 
peat been guilty of an offense against soci- 
ety, was found out, (thank God!) and fined. a 
certain number of the best years of my life. 
I paid that tine, and now seek a receipt in 
full—that is, reinstatement. 

Aside from any moral view of the case, 1 
am intelligent enough to have learned my 
lesson—to have learned that it ts easier to be 
good than bad. In spite of rebuffs and lack 
of success in obtaining permanent work, 1 
have managed to earn enough honest money 
te pay my rent, clothe myself and wife, and 
go far furnish the indispensable things to my 
family. But I am exceedingly anxious te get 
something permanent—an assured income that 
will save myself and my wife a lot of worry. 
I have intelligence, a good education, and an 
experience in secretarial work. I am an 
expert stenographer and typist, a feirly flu- 
ent correspondent, and Lave a thorough 
knowledge of accounts, 

As I said in the beginning of this inex- 
cusably long letter, I have a faint hope that 
an appeal to you might win your interest, It 
is possible, I thought, you might use my 
services. May I hope to hear from you?

A Way for Landlubbers. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In regard to Roger B, Hull's remarks on 
‘* How to Tell the Port Side,” appearing in 
Tux TIMES I think the following is @ tar 
simpler expedient to determine the port and 
starboard sides of a ship, especially to the 
‘*landlubber,””. as the ‘‘wine’’ solution 
impresses me as being somewhat ambiguous. 
Aas port wine is not red wine, the uninitiated 
might be confused at times by following Mr. 
Hull’s advice. 

Fer example, the word ‘“‘right’’ contains 
more letters than “left ’’; likewise starboard 
has more letters than port; therefore when 
facing the bow, or front ef @ ship, starboard 
is always the right hand side and port the 
left.

Why Conscription ts Constantly |- 
Agitated In Great Britain. 


New York, Sept. 12, 1015. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: — 

In reply to Mr. Compton’s letter from 
Lendon published in Tue Times; I 
should like to ask why, if 4,000,000 men 
have voluntarily offered their lHves to 
Great Britain since the war began, the 
question of conscription is constantly 
agitated? Why this series of humiliat- 
ing posters, in which King and country 
practically beg the.subjects of the lead- 
ing nation of the earth to come forth 
and fight for its existence? Why, if 
all Britain is loyal and eager to serve 
have there been constant strikes in coal 
mines and munition factories, keeping 
Lloyd George on the jump. 

From this distance it looks as if the 
industria] class, being immensely in the 
majority, has seized the dark hour of 
Great Britain, not to prove its death- 
less loyalty, but to improve its own 
general status. As I said in the inter- 
view . which provoked Mr. Conipton’s 
reply, no one questions the assertion 
that thousands of the industrial class 
have volunteered and are as ready to die 
in the trenches as the most réckless 
officer of that class in whom the 
impulse to go to the front when 
danger threatens Britain is  prac- 
tically automatic. But no one considers 
exceptions when arraigning a class, 
And, I repeat, to the outsider—and we 
of the United States get far more in- 
formation than any of the belligerents 
get about themselves—the mass of the 
population in Great Britain constantly 
threatening the harassed Government 
with strikes and constantly threatened 
itself with conscription cuts a poor fig- 
ure beside the masses of the other coun- 
tries at war, where the men, whether 
in the service or not, are of one mind and 
soul. 

Of course ignorance and lack of imag- 
ination have much to do with this. The 
British Isles, protected for generations 
by a powerful navy, have not even been 
threatened with invasion since the days 
of the firat Napoleon; the fathers and 
grandfathers of these men lived and died 
in a sense of complete security. The 
Continental nations might have to sleep 
on their guns, but not they. Naturally 
they became indifferent and selfish, 
particularly toward the England of a 
class which has done so little, save in 
the way of vitiating charities, to ameli- 
orate the conditions of the vast ma- 
jority that work for their daily bread. 
By this I do not mean to say there have 
not been many and very great reforms, 
to which intelligent and public-spirited 
men of the upper classes devoted their 
lives; but the point is that there have 
not heen enough reforms, not by a 
thousand, 

Nor has there been sufficient educa- 
tion of the masses, by the newspapers, 
in patriotism. Every man in every land 
should be taught, and have it hammered 
in, that his country comes first and him- 
self and all his personal interests next. 
It is his country that permits him to 
live; without its laws and developments 
he might grub a living out of the soil 
somewhere, but nothing more. Only 
the’ press can instill this principle and 
this lesson because no other medium has 
the opportunities for constant reitera- 
tion. The most individualistic is insen- 
sibly influenced by the daily dogma. 
Soon he ceases to argue—unless it should 
happen to be some dogma which could 
command no man’s respect—and ends 
by accepting the daily teaching as a 
matter of course. In this era of enor- 
mous industrial enterprise and. oppor- 
tunies for making fortunes big and little, 
it is doubly necessary to instill this 
lesson of the nation’s right of priority 
and watch that no weeds overgrow it. 
It is also wise never to let a people ac- 
quire the idea that a geographical acci- 
dent insures their permanent safety. 
Such a doctrine cannot fail to make a 
people careless, selfish, unpatriotic; and 
when the crucial hour of the United 
States comes it will suffer from the 
same internal disorders and apathies, 
and from not unalien causes, although 
in its racial heterogeniety it will have 
more excuse than Great Britain. 

One thing -all must concede. This 
apathy of the masses in Great Britain 
cannot be laid by the most impatient 
critic to cowardice. Germany with her 
childish psychology kept on sending over 
her Zeppelins after they proved their 
comparative worthlessness, in order to 
terrify the population of England into 
demanding peace at any humiliating 
cest. We know that they are Kitchen- 
er’s best friends, those horrible engines 
of the sky raining bombs upon the de- 
fenselees, and that the civiliang that 
are not infuriated into immediate re- 
cruiting are merely interested with. true 
British phlegm in the only war spectacle 
executed fer their benefit. More is the 
pity that so brave a race, a race in 
which so primary an emotion as fear 
was forgotten before many a nation of 
our day was born, should not have 
rushed forward to a man in the hour 
Germany threw off her mask and threat- 
ened the world. If they had the war 
would have *nded in six months. If 
they would do it today Great Britain 
would be invincible.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your editorial this: morning you 
present a bill of exceptions to my an- 
to Judge Cullen’s question: 
** What do the women expect to gain by 
the suffrage?” Will you grant me 
enough space to ‘explain the reasons 
for making those answers, which were 
as follows? 

1. Women expect to gain through the fran- 
chise self-respect and greater respect from 
men. 

2. They expect that their opinions on mat- 
ters relating to social and civic questions will 
have more weight, and that they will be able 
to bring about beneficial changes, 

8. They expéct that political parties will be 
more careful in the choice of candjdates, and 
that the influence of women will secure bet- 
ter enforcement of the laws. 

I have just returned from a Summer 
in California, where I made a consid- 
erable study of the effect of woman 
suffrage during the four years. that it 
has been in practice: Every woman 
that I talked with, of whatever age or 
condition, said that theiimmediate ef- 
fect was an increased=sense of dig- 
nity and importance on the part of the 
women and a very evident increase of 
respect on the part of men. The girls 
at the State University, who had no 
complaint to make of previous lack of 
respectful treatment from the male 
students, said that almost from the 
day that the suffrage was granted to 
women they could notice an improve- 
ment. It was subtle and involuntary, but 
clearly manifest. Women in the villages 
and small cities insisted that there was 
at once a-distinct difference in the atti- 
tude of the men they met on the street 
and in the transaction of business, a 
recognition that they had gained a new 
value to the community.’ This is the 
testimony of women in al] the States 
where they are voting citigens. 

I know the women of California, as I 
resided in the State several years, and 
where I went, to the clubs, to receptions, 
to dinner parties, I noticed a marked 
advance in independence, in knowl- 
edge of public men and measures, in 
consciousness of power. At every se- 
cial function I attended the women were 
discussing the candidate and issues of 
the approaching municipal election. 
This was not done in an academic way, 
but from the practical standpoint of 
those whose votes would help deter- 
mine results. In all the equal suffrage 
States the same situation exists. 

How could women fail to have an 
increase of self-respect, and how could 
men fail to have an added respect for 
women, when they are lifted out of the 
disfranchised classes. Every State pro- 
tects its electorate by barring from 
a vote those who would be an_ injury 
to it, and these are declared in 
the various State constitutions ta be the 
insane, the feeble minded, the convicts, 
boys under twenty-one and women. The 
amazing thing is that women can have 
any self-respect whatever while they 
are included among these ‘ undesira- 
bles,”’ It is not at all surprising that 
men of all classes have @ supremé con- 
tempt for women from the political 
viewpoint when the Government has 
set its seal on their inferiority. No 
amount of fine words can neutralize 
this cold, hard fact. There is a wide 
gulf between the large respect that men 
in general haye for women in general 
in private life and the small respect felt 
for them in public life, and this never 
can be. crossed except by a bridge of 
enfranchisement. 

The possession of power never lessens 
respect, and all the talk about the 
“‘ squalid squabble of politics ’. does not

obscure the clear fact thet the suffrage 
is the supreme power in a country that 
is ruled through the votes of its peo- 
ple. “As to ‘opinions;’” says THE 
Times in its editorial, ‘‘ it-is mot the 
vote which registers, but the tatigéente, 
the mental forcé, the persuasion with 
which they are urged that\counts.”’ 

Just before the last election “THE 
Times contained a leading editorial en- 
titled ‘It Is the Vote That Counts,” — 
and in this and preceding’ ard subse- 
quent editorials it impressed upon the 
voters that the only way in which they 
could help the candidates and the’ is- 
sues was to go to the polls and vote-on 
them. Not a line of these editorials was 
addressed tq women, not the slightest 
effort was made to influence their opin- 
ions so that they could be registered 
at the polls by the male voters of their 
family. ‘Is opinion biological, regu- 
lated by sex?” asks THm Timms. Yes, 
decidedly, if it is political opjnion, In 
the equal suffrage States every candi- 
date for a high office goes before the 
various organizations of women,,,ex- 
plains his policies, and makes every pos- 
sible effort to win their favorable opin- 
ion. Do the candidates do this in the 
States’ where women have no vote? 

THE TIMES says in this morning’s is- 
sue: ‘‘A committee of members of 
the State Bar Association in each of 
the sixty-two counties. will be appoint- 
ed by its President, Judge Clearwater, 
to explain to the voters the new features 
of the revised Constitution.’ Only to 
the “ voters’’? If “it is the opinions, © 
the influence, and-not the vote. that 
registers,” is nothing to be done to edu- 
cate the opinions of the women of New 
York who are likely to ‘“influence”’ 
those votes—the 250,000 members of the 
State Federation of Clubs, the hundreds 
of thousands in the Daughters of the 
American Revolution and other patri- 
otic societies, the suffrage and anti- 
suffrage organizations? 

“Why expect the changes brought 
about by women voters to be bene- 
ficial?’’ ‘‘ Why expect political parties 
to be more careful in their choice of 
candidates? ’’ Principally -because this 
has been the effect of woman suffrage 
wherever it exists. In the choosing of lo- 
cal candidates for Aldermen, the Magis- 
trates’ Court, &c., it is well known what 
‘interests "’ must be propitiated, what 
class of votes must be coralled. If the 
party ‘ bosses” had to put up candi- 
dates who would be supported by a ma- 
jority of the women in the community, 
is it not probable that a different selec- 
tion would be made in many instances? 
If women, taken as a whole, would not 
use their political influence for the pro- 
motion of temperance, morality, better 
surroundings for their children, better 
conditions for working girls, then all 
the eulogies of Women as a great moral 
and conserving force should be revised. 

‘As to ‘the influence’ of women in 
getting the laws enforced, the word 
throws suffrage out of court,” is TH

THE WOMAN IN BUSINESS, 


how She Is Prevented from Doing 
Creditable Work in Many Fields. 


To the Pditor of The New York Times: 
Through a number of instances I miight 
cite there have come to me recently unmis- 
takable evidences of an existing ingrained 
prejudice on the part of men in their busi- 
nesg dealings with women and toward women 
securing a place in the workaday world— 
an unfair discrimination. That is to gay, 
during these long years since man has been 
gradually gaining his almost universal suf- 
fragé, he has become accustomed to seeing 
himself in complete control of the work of 
government: and of buginess and of commer- 
cial relationships. He simply fails to be in- 
flyenced by the different economic condi- 
tions existing in business today, so far as 
these affect women, and he persistently ex- 


unconsciously, beeause of this old habit of 
thinking. That women wish fair play has 
long been recognized as the rule of the game 
by men in their sports and less frequently 
by them in business with one another. _ The 
war is showing women, however, what may 
happen in the case of a dire necessity, as in 
Europe today. 

The advantage of a long and varied buai- 
ness experience, cembined with the exercise 
of the vote, may be sgen to be used unfgirly 
when it werks te keep women out of those 
positions that they could creditably fill to- 
day, and often, in justice, deserve. When 
work in any office or factory may 
be, by women, more deftly performed, and 
for smaller remuneration, it is quite obvious 
that they may be grudgingly permitted to 
perform it. But when the character of the

DAMAGE FROM RATS. 


A Suggestion That It Might Be Less- 
ened by the Use of Snakes. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The suggestion of H. C. Bailey of Scranton 
tbat azoa, one of the several micro-organisms 
used to destroy rodents, be employed for re- 
ducing the population of Riker’s Island rats 
through the liberation of inoculated rats has 
the indorsement of his own experience and 
may be worth experimenting with at least ap 
one phase of a serious and sustained effort 
to combat this dangerous rat plague so near 
to us. Unless there are late developments 
similar .experiments made by the United 
States Biological Survey, aided by the Bio- 
chemic Division of the Buréau of Animal 
Industry, have not resulted in uniform or 
very satisfactory results. Of chemical means, 
probebly barium carbonate administered with 
food bait is the cheapest and most effective 
poison. for rats, with a minimum of danger 
to human beings or animals other than ro- 
dents. 

If I had this:rat problem to solve I would 
begin by stocking Riker's Island with speci- 
mens of the small nonpoisonous serpent com- 
men to Eastern North America, variously 
termed, locally, milk snake, house snake, 
checkered adder, or spotted adder, but sper 
cifically Ophibulus dolitus tianguius. Sate 
isfactory -analysis has proved that from 60 
per cent, te all of the usua] diet of these ser- 
penta consists of rodents. Though a milk 
snake @ yard long and three-quarters of an 
inch at its greatest diameter; would be a large 
specimen, it obviously could hardly cope with 
@ mature Riker’s Island rat, but it could ab- 
sorb the rat’s entire infant family at one meal, 
which is the kind of ection needed to restrain 
the population of animals capable of multi- 
plying one pair into 2,000 deseendants 
in eighteen months and 8,000 within 
years. But rats on Riker’s Island may seem 
aa remete to some of ug as war does to some 
comfortable home-abiding British. If profes- 
sional rat destroyers could be induced to tell 
all they know about what Mr, Rat has done 
and is doing of Manhattan Island, including 
arson and murder, the story would cause 
either an exodus of human inhabitants or @

While experts in the Tax Department 
figured yesterday. how to increase the 


it was admitted; might go as high as 
$4,000,000,000, and, while the sub-com- 
mittee of the Tax Budget Committee 
continued to pare down department es- 
timates, Mayor Mitchel admitted that 
the tax rate for next year would take 
a big jump. 

Just how much the increase in the tax 
rate would amount to the Mayor said he 
could not determine at present, but he 
said that, owing to the imposition of the 
direct State tax of $13,000,000 and the 
probable increase of $1,000,000 in budget 
expenditures, the rate would go up one 
point. for each $800,000. The present 
rate for Manhattan is 1.87 and the aver- 
age rate for all the boroughs is 1.92. It 
was*stated that the rate for next year 
might be any amount between 2.09 and 
2.15. Should it reach the latter figure. 
it would mean an increase of twenty- 
eight points. 

When asked, about the determination 
of the Tax Commissioners to raise the 
assessments on gore property, the 
Mayor said he did not know what the 
Commissioners’ figures were, but he did 
know that they had been instructed to 
raise every penny possible outside of the 
tax on real-estate. He said there were 
billions of dollars. of personal property 
in the city that had never been assessed, 
and just how to.bring this within reach 
of the tax’ collectors was the problem. 

‘What do you think about the report 
that next year's pee assessment 
roll will reaeh $4,000,000,000? the 
Mayor was asked. 


Trying to Reach Dodgers. 


“As I-said before,’’ the Mayor re- 
plied,*‘‘I do not know anything about 
the items of the Tax Commissioners, 
and those figures are too nebulous for 
me. Tour billion dollars sounds. big.” 

- Later the Mayor made this statement: 

‘‘In view of the statements concern- 
ing the action of the Tax Department in 
attempting to assess at actual value 
personal estates, and the speculation con- 
cerning the results of that action, I 
wish to make clear the attitude of the 
administration upon this question. 

‘“‘Tax experts generally, and all those 
who have studied the personal property 
tax law as in force in this city, agree 
that it is bad and -unscientific.. It is 
often confiscatory. It is easily evaded 
except by estates and those least able 
to pay. Personal assessments are a hit 
and miss affair, arrived: at by guess 
work and without scientific basis, where- 
as they ghould be made through self- 
assessment. 

‘‘The law, however, is on the books, 
and it is the duty of.the city adminis- 
tration to enforce it until replaced by a 
more just law and one capable of scien- 
tific and equitable enforcement. 

“In the meantime we all recognize 
that many individuals and business 
houses are paying only a small pro- 

ortion of what they should pay as their 
€ontribution to the cost of government. 
In view of the absolute necessity for 
relief to real estate, and in view also 
of the exigency created by the imposi- 
tion of the crushing burden ‘of the di- 
rect State tax, $13,000,000 of which the 
city must carry in its budget, the Tax 
Board is making a determined effort to 
reach persons under the law-as it exists 
who have not hitherto borne their 
proper share of the burden of govern- 
ment. What additional revenue, if 
any, will be obtained remains to be 
seen. 

“At any event, we are doing only 
what is our duty ‘under the law, and it 
is hoped that our efforts will result 
in some measure of relief. Even if we 
could look upon the matter as one in 
which we had diseretion, we would be 
forced by the imposition of the direct 
State tax this year to take unusual 
steps to procure additional revenue in 
order, in some degree, to lessen the 
fearful burden under which the city is 
compelled to stagger.”’ 


City’s Protest Against %8616,608. 


The construction put upon the tax law 
by the State authorities threatens to add 
$616,608 to the’-amount which New York 


City will have to pay as its share of 
the direct tax, and the Corporation 
Counsel’s office F hwo slag filed with 
State Controller avis a formal pro- 
test against such construction.

NERVES AFFECTED BY HEAT

As Henry. Meyborg stood at the win- 
dow of his home at 85 West Eighth 
Street, at 6 o’clock yesterday evening, 
with a vacant lot between him and the 
éight-story ‘loft building at 39 West 
Eighth Street, he saw a woman’s body 
fall, apparently from the roof of the 
loft buuiding. ‘He ran: down, got a lad- 
der, and scaled the high fence of corru- 
gated iron which inclosed the lot that 
was being excavated for a building. In- 
side he found the body of a well-dressed 
‘woman, who had fallen so that her head 
was crushed back into her shoulders, 
but she-was still breathing. _Meyborg 
caHed him mother, Mrs. Annie Meyborg, 
who tried to aid the injured woman 
whiles her son summoned Patrolman 
Cassidy, who sent a hurry -call for St. 
Vincent’s ambulance. The woman died 
on the way to the hospital. 

The body was clothed in a blue silk 
dress, and attached to her belt was a 
black leather handbag containing more 
than $15 in money and a‘slip of paper 
on which was written: “ Dr. Pritchard, 
143 West Seventy-second Street.’’ 

The police notified Dr. Willlam Broad- 
dus Pritchard, who identified the woman 
as Miss Elizabeth Fenley. of Louisville, 
Ky., 31 years old, daughter of Oscar 
Fenley, President of the Kentucky Na- 
tional Bank of Louisville and a Director 
of the St. Louis Federal Reserve Bank. 
She had come to him here, he said, .sev- 
eral weeks ago to be treated for a nerv- 
ous disorder, and had been living in care 
of one of his nurses, Miss Edith Hebb, 
at the Hotel Majestic, at Seventy-sec- 
ond Street and Central.Park West. 

‘Miss Fenley came here two months 
ago,’”’ said Dr: Pritchard. ‘‘She was a 
highly accomplished woman, but she 
had: been suffering from a nervous dis- 


‘order, and her family wanted her under 


the care of a nurse. 
“She lived at the Majestic with Miss 


‘Hebb, who was her constant attendant 


wherever she* went. Two weeks ago 
Miss Fenley’s aunt, Miss Short from 
Louisville, visited her and my patient 
seemed to get much pleasure from her 
company. Yesterday Miss Short _ re- 
turned to Louisville on the 2 o'clock 
train from the Pennsylvania Station and 
Miss Fenley insisted on accompanying 
her to the train.

SCHOOLS WANT $43,804, 524. 


Board of Education Budget Shows 
Increase of $4,000,000. 


The Finance Committee’ of the Board 
of Education has completed its revi- 
sion of. the departmental budget for 
1916. It amounts to »894,524.21 which 
is an inGrease of $4, 542.68 over. this 
year’s ‘appropriation. The bulk of the 
estimate and most of the increase is 
in the general fund, from which the 
expenses of instruction are paid. This 
estimate $36,096,637.41, an increase | 
of $3,342,136.49. For the special or 
maintenance fund $7,797,886.80 is asked, 
an increase of $711,4 19. 

The committee explains that the in- 
crease in the general fund is larger than 
it ordinarily would be because there are 
material shortages in the fund for this 
year.
